Several members of the S ít ­ 
ate also are understood to be after 
employment. 
So far, it was said, Gov. Park 
has referred legislators seeking jobs 
to article 12 of the Missouri con­ 
stitution, which provides that 
no 
senator or representative shall, dur­ 
ing the term for which 
he 'was 
elected, be appointed 
to any state 
office. 
Job hunters say that 
the gov er­ 
nor has told them that 
he cannot 
consider appointing them until 
he 
is convinced that he w'ould not be 
violating this constitution provision. 
In their efforts to convince the 
governor, legislators are seeking the 
advice of lawyers, and many have 
been told that it all revolves around 
the question of what an “office” is. 
Some are telling the legislators that

“office” is one that requires 
that a new oath be taken, and that 
if the jobs they are after will give 
them 
the

of an employe,

prohibition 
against 
them. 
Even members 
of the supreme 
court have been asked for “curb- 
.stone”

but they have given the job-hunt- 
ters no encouragement, saying that 
a case must be brought to them 
through the regular channels before 
they can give an opinion.
